Rochester, N. Y., June 16.—Reten- 
tion .ot. competition, prohibition -of 
monopoly, permission for* co-operation 
of the latter, Instead of regulated com- 
petition- or regulated monopoly, was 
.suggested today »• te solution of the 
trust problem of the country by Presi- 
dent Charles R, VMoHjM of the,.Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, in an address 
at the annual meeting; of the National 
Association of Credit Men. 
"There may be great magnitude ot 
business 
and not. monopoly," ' de- 
clared President Van'Hide1.- "Indeed 
it ia believed' that by far the greater 
number ol the large onraJitsatMos fall 
short of monopoly. Only if we as- 
sume that if all the great combina- 
tions of Industry are monopolies, daea 
the conclusion follow that tbey, should 
be destroyed? 
Not only do I hold 
that not all large business is monopolis- 
tic, but that concentration i up. to a cer- 
tain point is to give efficiency: 
••' "If we retain freedom of competi- 
tion, permit concentration sufficient to 
give efficiency, allow reasonable co- 
operation, and preyent monopoly, this 
will require regulation Just as It-lias 
been necessary to regulate..the rail- 
roads. This done, the Sherman law 
will be forgotten. 
Has there . been 
any prosecution 'of the rtltrbafls for 
violation of tlie Sherman law -becaitee 
of collision In' fixing rates? And yet 
every one of us here knows thatfthey 
are just as flagrant violators of the 
Sherman act as any other class of cor- 
porations in the Unlt«d .States. Are 
the freight rates the same for differ- 
ent roads between any two points? 
Are the passenger rates between New 
York and St. Louis identical on ail 
roads? Can you do better In price by 
traveling over the Pennsylvania than 
over any other road?

Be- 
cause the Indians held Caster in such- 
reverence—they called him Big White 
Chief—Custer was the only member 
of the band who wat slain that day 
who was not scalped or otherwise mu- 
tilated."

CHOPPING MEAT. 


Chopping meat to make it tender 


permits quick and economical cook- 


In broiling chopped meat It i» 


well to remember that there Is no 
reasdn' why it should not be cooked 
like the best and most expensive ten- 
derloin. The broiler should be even 
more carefully greased than for a 
whole steak. This makes it possible 
to form the balls or cakes of chopped 
meat with very little pressure without 
running the risk of having them 
pulled to pieces by adhering to the 
wires of the broiler. 
They should 


be heated on both sides even more 
quickly than the steak, because the 
chopping has provided more ways- oi 
escape .for..the juice, and: their open- 
ings should be sealed as soon as pos- 
sible. The Interior should be cookec 
to the taste'.of the family, Just as the 
steak is. ' 


Chopped raw meat of almost any 


kind can be very quickly made into 
a savory dish by cooking It with wa 
ter or with water and milk for a sbor 
time, then-thickening with butter and 
flour, and adding different season 
Ings. .
